A SAD CCCrDITIOX OP AFFAIRS. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 1.—The CMirler- 


JuumaVs staff correspondent, who is in the 
•lountnins of Eastern Kentucky investi- 
gating tho plague in that section, sends the 
'ollowing from Barboursville, Ky.: I met 
Mr. C. F. Davidson, agent of the Cumber- 
and

Mr. Davidson says the disease, 
which 


s an aggravated and very fatal form of 
lux. began about six weeks ago in Letcher 
bounty, Joseph Day, tho brother of a coun- 
ty Judge, being the iiret victim. He lived 
on Poor Fork, about fifteen miles from 
Whitesburg, and was taken ill a short dis- 
:ance from home. He was first seized with 


jiiiiK pains, and in a few minutes was 


)araly/ed so completely that he had to be 
can-led to his house.

diarrhea, aud in a few hours he was a dead 
man. The disease spread with great rapid- 
ity, and now embraces a territory about 
seventy miles wide by oighty miles in length. 
The disease is most wide-spread close to the 
ligliest mountains. It nius its course in 
about two dajTi, and it generally proves 
fatal.

THE NEIVILLE CASE. 


The Celebrated Bigamist, After Bolng 


Found Gnilty by the Jury, Makos a Des- 
pot-ate KQort to End HI» Days. 
TOLEDO, 0., Dec, 1.—When the court 


opened Saturday, in the case of "Sir" 
Charles Keiville, on trial for bigamy, coun- 
sel for the defense announced that they 
waived their 
argument 
The prisoner 


abandoned hope Friday when the court re- 
fused to permit him to show his lack of in- 
tent. The jury remained out butjive min- 
utes, returning a verdict of guilty. Neiville 
took the verdict coolly ami thanked his law- 
yers for thoir efforts in his behalf, 


The climax in the career of the bigamist 


was reached yesterday, when he attempted 
to take his own life by butting his head 
against the iron door of his cell. .Neiville 
retired Saturday night feeling anything but 
cheerful. 
Yesterday morning he was ex- 


tremely melancholy and asked for a Bible, 
which he read for some time, and then en- 
gaged in prayer for over an hour. On coming 
from kis cell he bade the prisoners good- 
bye, 
saying he would never be confined in 


the Columbus Penitentiary. 
When the 


Sheriff was inspecting the cells Neiville 
ran the entire leneth of the corridor, and 
with bended head struck tho outside door of 
the jail, bounded hack and fell to the floor 
bleeding and insensible. He was carried to 
his cell and the jail physician summoned. 
He 
found 
the 
prisoner 
suffering 


from 
concussion of the brain in 
its 


worst t'onu. 
After remaining in that 


condition one hour, he rallied at eleven 
o'clock and spoke a few- words to the 
doctor, saying he wished he would do 
nothing to prolong his niisnrable existence. 
He said he had taken ten grains of fox- 
glove, but as it only made his pain intense 
and did not end his life lie had tried the 
other method. lie then went into epileptic 
convulsions, during which it recniired ten 
men to hold him on his couch. Xhp phy- 
sician says Nehille is a eonrirme* epileptic 
and can not be held responsible for his acts. 
Nehille is now lying in a convulsive sleep 
and may not live until evening.

A Singular Experiment. 


The Fish Culture Jomnal states that the 


truth of the assertion recently made by an 
American authority to the effect that brandy 
acts as an immediate means of revivifying 
Hsh on the point of expiration, has been com- 
pletely vindicated by Mr. W. Oldham Cham- 
bers, secretary of the National Fish Culture 
association, who conducted an experiment in 
the presence of several gentlemen at South 
Kensington on the 1st inst Taking two 
Prussian carp from the tanks of the aqua- 
rium he deposited them in separate dry cans, 
adorning one with blue ribbon to distinguish 
It from the other, which waa selected for the 
administration of spirituous liquors. 


After a lapse of four hours the fish were 


r> accd in water, evident signs of expira- 
tl in being aparent in both cases. A small 
quantity of brandy and water was then 
given to the carp selected for tho imbibi- 
tion of intoxicating liquors through 
thdT 


medium of a feather; and no sooner was the 
ilsh replaced in water than it was quickly 
restored to vigor and strength. The carp 
enlisted under the banner of the "Blue Rib- 
bon league" to all appearances died half an 
hour after its more fortunate associate, and 
was taken out of .the water and thrown on 
the ground. 


About four hours later, however, the fish 


waa picked up by Mr. Chambers, who ob- 
served it by acpearancQ to be in rigor mortis. 
He at oucj operated on the seemingly inani- 
mate fish by open:n£ its mouth and pouring 
a dose of brandy and water down its throat 
and aguin putting it hi the water, when to 
his astonishment he noticed slight signs of 
animation. For five minutes the unfortunate 
object of the experiment floated helplessly on 
it-* side, when pi«sently, to tho still greater 
amazement of Mr. Chambers and those who 
watched tho experiment, it gradually assarted 
it^lf in the water, aud with considerable 
effort made, use of its fins—feebly at first, 
but afterward energetically. Both the ro- 
su^ciatod ti-hes, who show uo signs of their 
late prostration, aru now iu the tanks as 
usual.

His wish is to detarsnino tbo condition ui 
every child's eyas us to wliathei- they hnve 
normal visual [rawer, and, if not, the quality 
mid degree of the anomaly. This has U-eu 
done in Euroiie, and school architecture has 
iceii advantageously mortified on the results 
of such examination. 
The percentage of 


pla-vi or lighting area to the Door area has 
IXMII determined, as well as the form of seats 
lj«st adapted to the various grades. 


The iinjiortance of this is shown by re- 


ports from different experts. Dr. Cohn, of 
JBrusluu, examined 10,060 school children, 13 
p^r cent, of w horn had imperfect vision.

Dr. fciogijul, of Munclien, brigade physician,

:i,121 soldiers, of whom 72 per cent hod good 
vision, though not all were free from an ab- 
normal condition, and !iS per cent, had less 
than normal. Of 1.810 examinations madd 
of people of different professions 42.4 were 
i-nmifitropic or normal, 38.3 hypermetropic, 
18.1 myopic, and 1.2 astigmaiic, while the 
percentage of those in the number engaged 
in literary work was 35.8 emmetropic, 57.5S 
myopic, aud 0.7 hypormetropio. Dr. Arthur 
von Hlppel, in an address before the Ludwig 
university, said:

The correspondents of tlie lumber journals 


report from almost all quarters that the de- 
uiand for really good material is generally 
in excess of the supply. 
The only hope for 


the. future lies in economy of what we have, 
n:id in whatever will oiu-ourage those own- 
ing young timber to keep it and prune it and 
t.iin it out so as to bring it on to fill up the 
gip. 
But forest fires destroy an amazing- 


amount of the precious mature stock—how 
much no ono knows—but it is said by experts 
that tho amount destroyed probably equals 
tho amount cut. 


Now, 
we know that the sawed stuff (to 


y nothing of the Juel and charcoal, tics, 


telegraph, and hoop polos, etc.) roaches an 
a,.nual value of over $^30.000,030 at the 
Mills, so that, counting other forest products 
besides sawed stuff thus destroyed, it is, no 
.oubt, within reason to bay this waste, 
largely needless, is not less than i'iJO,000,000 
a year. But this not all, and very likely i& 
is not the worst. Such fires burn up a great 
amount of young growth and of seed, and 
in some cases even the soil itself is roasted tu 
death, so that for a long time afterward it 
will not bear anything of value.
